It is considered certain that the 


Dlxmudo fell on tho desert some- 
where between Biskra and Toggourt. 
southern Algeria, during Iho gale 
that prevented her 
from crossing 


the Gulf of Gabes, and returning to 
France. 
The ship, says I.e.Matln, 


was not warned of the gale, by tho 
weather bureau, in fact, adds the 
newspaper, no one told the bureau of 
hor voyage. 
Inasmuch as no message what- 
soever has been received from the 
Dixmude since early on the morning 
of December 2'1. it Is Inferred horn 
that her fall must have been violent, 
wrecking hc-r wireless apparatus.

VETOES BILL 


FOR RELIEF 
Gives Large Powers to Wrong 


Officials, Contention; May 


Pass Over. 


Manila.—Governor General Leon- 


ard Wood today vetoed.a bill passed 
by the legislature, providing for an 
appropriation of $50,000 for extend- 
ing1 relief In cases of urgent neccs- 
Blty for persons who are destitute or 
ifflicled as the result oC calamities. 
The bill is Identical with a measure 
vetoed nearly a year nfjo. 


The governor general pointed out, 


In afflxini; his veto to the bill, that 
under Its provisions the secretary of 
the Interior would have discretion- 
ary control over the expenditure of 
tho fund. This provision the gover- 
nor general considers contrary to the 
Jones law (the organic act of the 
Islands) which gives to the governor 
general supervision and control over 
nil executive departments of the in- 
sular government.

Impassable bogs and swamps and muskceg, areas 
of 'desert and mountain fastnesses, onco tho hid- 
ing place of tho fugitive criminal nnd the pleas- 
urable ground for adventure by writers of ro- 
mance, have become open as tho book itself. First 
Into the far off places, Into tho Isolation ot lone- 
liness, wo took tho phonograph and tho hits of 
Broadway music halls wen', to the cowboy and 
tho sheep herder In remote sections of plain and 
valley, and on ships going down to tho sea. Now 
we are told thr.t radio outfits will bo on the 
•wagons of the tihoep herders in Wyoming and 
after nightfall, when tho soundless wilderness 
takes on its mantle of loneliness and every breeze

'Washington.—The speed with which Japan I 


recovering from the earthquake disaster whicl 
overwhelmed the capital, Tokyo, and Yokohama 
the principal port, bids fair to be one of th 
modern wonders of the world. 
Agents ot th 


department of commerce have made a survey 
of the situation, adding up the losses and consld 
ering tho measures which have been taken to re 
store the economic situation. Their report showt 
how it Is possible for a well organized and de 
termincd people to cope with even so terrible a 
disaster as that which overtook the Island peopl 
last fall. 


To thoughtful students of. human affairs tho.re 


seems to be another very important lesson in tho 
Japanese recovery. 
It lies in comparison wit! 


the war destruction In Europe. Tremendous de- 
struction was caused by the armies of both aides 
In tho European war and whllo reconstruction o 
tho devastated regions has proceeded apace, I 
has apparently been much slower than the re- 
construction in Japan. 


The difference appears to He In the respective 


origins of the disasters. The European destruc- 
tion was the act ot men and the mending process 
has been retarded and Intercepted by conferences 
and controversies concerning who was to blame 
for the damage.

In a scntte it has been a greater and more wud- 
don damage In inlenstly than anything done In 
Europe. But there has been no occasion for par- 
leys to fix blame, to assons reparations, to take 
measures against repetition.

the Japanese, aided by the people of the rest ot 
the world to some extent, have huckl<"l down to 
the task of building up anew what tho ciK'iPtrophe 
destroyed. 


!Flint the rebuilding nnd rehabilitation will bo 


swifter than European reconstruction hns boon 
In the past or is likely to bo In tho Cut tiro, in a 
foregone conclusion. Japan Is fumlnn'.cntally no 
richer than the European countries: luis no more 
people. 
The difference dooms fo lie wholly In 


the fact thnt In Europe there .Is difference ot 
opinion about who is to ho blamed for It all; In 
Japan none. The comparison suggests the possi- 
bility of applying the Japanese state of mind to 
the European problem.

Tlio government survey places tho destruction 


of property In Jnpnn nt. 1,80.1,000,000 ypn or 
nonrly a billion dollars. Somo of this wealth may 
not readily be replaced, but tho survey hns se- 
gregated lloms of loss to the value of 1.461.000,- 
000 yen which can be replaced, largely by human 
effort rather than by new investment of wealth 
in materials. 
This much loss fell on what had 


been produced by tho labor of men and women. 
More labor will replace It and this labor is be- 
ing enlisted'.

scale, a committee of American lumbermen bav- 
ins gone lo Japan to arrange for the export there 
oC American materials.

the financial machinery of the country would con- 
tinue.

easiness in Japan. The disaster fell heavily up- 
on the insurance companies and there has boon 
some question as to whether Hre insurance com- 
panies are liable for losses duo to an earth- 
quake.
